I  have  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  Health  and 
Vital  Statistics  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1954® 

A  sharp  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  commenced 
at  Emneth  Infants  School  in  September,  involving  very 
extensive  investigations  over  a  prolonged  period,  and 
your  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  this  period,  Dr. 
Jo  Hamilton,  wishes  to  extend  to  your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
his  appreciation  of  their  hard  and  valuable  work  in 
connection  with  this  outbreak. 

You  will  be  interested  to  see  that  one  in  six 
of  the  cases  of  cancer  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  bronchus, 
and  amongst  the  males  this  ratio  was  one  in  five.  This 
distressing  condition  should  be  regarded  as  largely 
preventable  in  a  Rural  District  where  atmospheric  smoke 
pollution  is  at  a  very  low  level,  and  tobacco  is 
accordingly  even  more  incriminated  than  it  would  be  in  a 
smoke  polluted  area*

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1954*  The  report  has  been  somewhat 
delayed  in  order  to  be  published  in  conjunction  with  the 
report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  survey  commenced  in  1953  was  continued  dubing 
the  year  to  provide  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  piped  water 
supplies  to  the  more  isolated  areas.  Whilst  the  iprepared 
scheme  will  show  eonsiderable  lengths  of  main  with  few  services 
it  must  be  stressed  that  a  supply  to  these  premises  is  vital 
not  only  from  the  Public  Health  aspect  but  also  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  as  well.  Should  the  prepared  scheme  be  carried 
out  in  its  entirety  there  will  still  be  many  isolated  dwellings 
dependent  on  rain  water  collected  from  roofs. 


The  whole  of  the  piped  supplies  are  underthe  control 
of  the  Wisbech  Water  Board  and  the  Board  is  responsible  for 
the  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Analyses  of  the  water  and 
for  maintaining  purity  and  sufficiency.

The  cesspool  and  privy  vault  emptying  service  continue 
to  operate  very  satisfactorily.  The  table  below  shows  an 
increased  number  of  cesspools  emptied  from  all  previous  years 
and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  privy  vaults. 

The  conversion  of  pail  closets  and  vaults  continues  at  a 
fairly  satisfactory  rate.  Where  housing  density  is  great, 
difficulty  is  bound  to  be  experienced  when  sub  soil  water  level 
is  high,  to  prevent  cesspools  filling  in  a  matter  of  days  after 
emptying. 


The  Contract  commenced  in  July  1953  for  the 
conversion  of  62  pail  closets  to  water  closets  in  Council  Houses 
proceeded  very  slowly.  This  was  partly  due  to  labour 
difficulties  and  also  to  a  wet  season. 


The  wet  season  also  prevented  the  sewage  disposal 
plants  at  Clenchwarton  and  Walpole  Highway  from  being  emptied 
in  the  latter  period  of  the  year.  The  roadways  to  these  plants 
cannot  be  used  by  the  vehicle  in  bad  weather,  and  it  may  be 
necessary  in  future  to  ask  the  Council  to  consider  hardening 
these  roadways  for  this  purpose.
